I, five pedestrians 
have been killed. 
In one case the 
operator of a vehicle tried to alibi 
j him self by saying th a t as he a p ­ 
proached on intersection a number 
of persons crossing the street re­ 
treated to the curb, but th a t the 
person whom his truck killed did 
.not retreat. There is nothing in tile 
law compelling persons afoot, and 
legally in the cartw ay, to flee to the 
curb on th e approach of a car or 
truck. T here is nothing in Hie law 


excusing a m otor vehicle operator 
traveling a t such speed th at he is 
unable to avoid striking a person 
legally in the cartway. 
Urge Jailing of Careless 
“Doubtless caution and courtesy 
will not become attributes of the 
average driver until the courts be­ 
gin to send careless operators to 
jail for lone periods. The law is th a t 
except at crossings protected by o f­ 
ficers 
or 
signals 
the 
pedestrian 
legally off the curb — who has 
stepped from the curb in advance 
of m otor vehicles coming from anv 
direction, has right-of-w ay over all 
traffic. 
This 
provision 
has 
been 
upheld in suprem e court decisions, 
“Tile careless indifference w ith 
which Pennsylvanians regard the 
slaughter of pedestrians is am azing. 
Eventually, 
however, 
public 
sen­ 
tim ent will be aroused and will evi­ 
dence itself in radical am endm ents 
to m otor laws, in all likelihood. 
If operators find these restrictions 
harsh and extrem ely irksome, they 
will have only themselves to blam e.” 
The M otor Vehicle Bureau re ­ 
cently received an anonym ous com ­ 
m unication to the effect that in one 
case th e operator of a truck p u r­ 
posely swung close to a girl in the 
cartw ay, thinking to frighten lier.

D uring 
the newspaper strike in New’ York 
departm ent stores were deprived of 
I their daily advertising announce­ 
ments and sales fell off imm ediately 
and alarm ingly. 
Rem inders to buy 
at;e essential. 
O ur prosperity de­ 
pends on the state of mind of the 
ultim ate consumer, and th e ultim ate 
consumer is at the other end of an 
advertisem ent. 
Few realize how im portant is the 
| state of mind of the average m an 
J and woman w hose daily round of 
I necessity buying is the foundation 
I of our prosperity. 
Last year's state 
i of mind, which led to sufch enthusi- 
i astic buying and gave the average 
American home such an extraordi­ 
nary standard of comfort, was a 
product of advertising. 
It taught 
us to abandon the thrifty technique 
of older countries and of our own 
earlier days, th e belief th a t "doing 
without" is a virtue. 
Enthusiastic 
Republicans give credit to ex-Presi­ 
dent Coolidge for our era of pros­ 
perity, but if the average citizen 
spent money as cautiously as Mr.

HEALTH TALK 


•'Compulsion has its lim itations. 
While it has m any legitim ate uses 
and is largely responsible for regu­ 
lating an infinite num ber of m an­ 
kind’s activities, it is quite helpless 
in others. 
And the subject of per­ 
sonal health very definitely belongs 
to the latter class," said Doctor 
Theodore 
B 
Appel, 
secretary 
of 
health, today. 
■ For example, w hen a m an has 
been convicted of a crime recognized 
by the code, he is compelled to go 
to prison and thus undergo punish­ 
ment. On the other hand, a person 
may commit all sorts of crim es upon 
his body and no one can compel 
him to desist in hts practices or lock 
him up in a cell because of them 
And it is exactly this freedom 
from outside control which results 
in the attem pts made by com m er­ 
cially minded individuals to exercise 
th at other great lever upon hum an 
actions known as suggestion. 
"It thus comes to pass th a t con­ 
cerns having com modities to see fre­ 
quently .suggest their use on the 
health plea. or if they are advertised 
remedies, eloquently urge their p u r­ 
ch ase on the basis of their am azing 
curative properties. 
T hat the gulli­ 
bility of thousands of persons con­ 
cerning statem ents of this type is 
beyond measure, there can be no 
doubt. But th at the health of such 
individuals is improved by following 
such suggestions is extrem ely prob­ 
lematical. 
"Health, in tile last analysis, is an 
entirely 
voluntary 
affair. 
One 
chooses to live according to the basic 
health laws or one does not choose 
to do so. 
And all the king s horses 
and ail the king’s men are unavail­ 
ing to make a person do in this re ­ 
spect anything th a t he does not 
w ant to do himself. 
"Or to put it another way. one 
m ay preach about the advantages 
of iresh air, proper exercise, ad e­ 
quate rest and reasonable dieting 
until doom s day. and health will 
not result unless the subject him ­ 
self of his own violition scrupulous­ 
ly carries out these m andates of n a ­ 
ture. 
By the same token, attem p t­ 
ing to force persons into a frighten­ 
ed buying activity on a health basis, 
while resulting in a vast exchange 
of currency, leaves health In precise­ 
ly the place it was before the victim 
gave way to his mild purchasing 
hysteria. 
"The m oral Is obvious. 
A person 
may be scared into an attem pt to 
purchase health but he can not be 
compelled to be healthy. 
After all, 
the bondage of nature's laws is the 
only door through winch real liberty 
may be obtained—a liberty th a t is 
composed of health, happiness and 
longevity 
Therefore, 
don’t 
get 
scared about your health, but wisely 
live each day and thus be so healthy 
th a t you will not be susceptible to a 
health scare." 


China Reports

and the Shansi Kuominchun, or 
people's arm y coalition, appear a l­ 
m ost certain. 
The news agency, which has con­ 
sulted various m ilitary sources, has 
found indications of troop move­ 
m ents on both sides, despite the re ­ 
port th a t Yen H si-shan. governor 
of Shansi, continues his prepara­ 
tions to go to Japan in order to 
avoid 
conflict 
with 
Chiang Kai- 
shek. head of the Nationalist gov­ 
ernm ent. 
"The feeling of relief,’’ says Kou- 
wen, which C hina experienced after 
Yen H si-shan resigned rn an e f­ 
fort to avoid the threatened resum p­ 
tion of civil war has proved sh o rt­ 
lived. Reports on every hand indi­ 
cate that hostilities are almost sure 
to follow.” 
More th an tw enty Kuom inchun 
com m anders, under the leadership 
of G eneral Lu Chung-lln, form er 
vice m inister of war a t Nanking, 
who was ousted a t the sam e time as 
Feng Y uhsiang, have issued a cir­ 
cular telegram urging Yen H si-shan 
to abandon his intentions to retire. 
They vowed to support him and 
fight to the last m an in the present 
m aneuvers 
for 
control 
of 
north 
China,
